Christmas in Their Own Church

+ joined the silhouette of giant

i little town of Timber, Oregon. Just 
a new church, you say. Yes, it’s just 
a new church but it’s more than 
just a building—more than cold, 
hard concrete and lumber, and 
shingles, and nails—it’s labor and 
Jove and devotion. 
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broken for the Timber Friends 
Church, On Sunday, September 30, 
the doors swung open, and Rever- 
end Harold Ankeny welcomed his 
flock to the first service, even 
though there was yet much work 
to be done to complete the building. 

Timber, lying in the heart of the 
Coast Range, and about midway on 
the Southern Pacific Tillamook 
Branch, is a railroad town, and its 
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population of approximately three 
hundred souls are mostly members 
ot the Southern Pacific family’ 
During a severe storm in 1949 
their only church collapsed under 
a heavy load of snow. For many 
months thereafter the residents 
of the Timber area were without 
a place to worship unless they 
traveled to some outside commu- 
nity. Arrangements were finally 
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made to use the schoolhouse, and 
this doubled on Sundays as a 
church for the next three years. 


Everyone Pitches In 

The residents, however, were not 
satisfied to let this makeshift ar- 
rangement go on indefinitely. It 
took a little time to accumulate the 
$3,500 necessary to buy the lum- 
ber, the nails, the electrical equip- 
ment, the plumbing and all the 
other miscellaneous items to build 
their church. But the labor was im- 
mediately available, right in their 
own strong backs and willing 
hearts. Not one cent of the $3,500 
went for labor. Every hour, every 
minute, was voluntary —and a 
goodly share was by Southern Pa- 
cifie employes. 

When Photographer Jack Mitch- 
off and I visited Timber to get the 
story of this achievement, one of 
the first individuals to meet our

eyes was a husky young man ina 
flannel shirt and biue jeans, wear- 
ing also a warm, friendly smile, as 
he swung a spike mall along with 
other members of Foreman George 
Tolson’s section crew. 

Southern Pacific Agent Gilbert 
Helvie pointed him out. “That's 
Harold,” he said. “He’s our min- 
ister.” 

A Friendly Man 

It was readily apparent why 
everyone refers to him as “Harold” 
rather than “Reverend Ankeny.” 
He’s the kind of person one instinc- 
tively calls by his first name, and 
that’s the way he likes it. 

Harold had worked on the South- 
ern Pacific section gang all during 
the winter rain and snow season to 
make a living for his wife and two 
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children, at the same time endors- 
ing his church salary back to the 
building fund. With the coming of 
good weather he resigned from 
railroad service last spring in order 
to give all of his daylight hours to 
laboring on the church. With the 
coming of fall, and with the build- 
ing far enough along to house his 
congregation, he again hired out as 
a “gandy dancer” to enable him to 
contribute more cash to buy the 
additional items still necessary for 
completion of the House of God. 


Pastor-Steeplejack 


Reverend Ankeny was the 
steeplejack who performed most of 
the work on the tall, pointed spire. 
The electrical work was ‘“master- 
minded” by Ted Fricke, Southern 
Pacific electrician. Credit for the 
plumbing goes to Larry Bino, son 
of retired water serviceman John 
Bino, “Gil” Helvie, modestly ad- 
mits that he chipped in for common 
labor, such as ditch digging. Many 
other SP employes worked long 
hours during their off-duty periods, 
Some of them, completely lacking 
in building experience, and firm in 
the belief that they could not drive 
a nail straight or saw a board 
square were amazed to find that 
their determined spirit seemed to 
add undreamed-of skill to their 
willing hands. 


Keep Pot Boiling 


Numerous others, unable to take 
an active physical part in the con- 
struction, kept the building fund 
pot boiling with generous dona- 
tions, thereby assuring that the 
supply line kept pace with the 
workers. Retired Agent Remus 
Branson did a disappearing act 
when I sought to interview him, 
but rumor has it that the roof 
might have been minus quite a few

shingles had it not been for Remus’ 
financial aid. 

Every department of the railroad 
represented at Timber had a part 
in the work. Every Sunday School 
teacher is either a Southern Pacific 
employe or the wife of an employe. 

When the work was first getting 
under way several representatives 
from the Second Friends Church in 
Portland, who sponsored the proj- 
ect, visited Timber to assist in or~ 
ganizing the work, including Mrs. 
Dorothy Corlett of the Better Book 
and Bible House, and it was amus- 
ing to observe how quickly they 
picked up the railroad language, 
tossing about recklessly such terms 
as “deadhead,” “tie-up,” “car- 
whacker” and “hoghead.”

The people of Timber are justly

SP Experts Uncover 
Secrets Of Our Laud 


[THEY had stopped for the night 
at the edge of a meadow, in the 
shadow of jutting granite peaks. 
The horses had been freed of their 
saddles; pack mules had been un- 
burdened and now rolled on their 
backs in the grass, Gus and Mac, 
the dogs, prowled nearby woods 
leoking for chipmunks. 

Nate Steele was busy with his 
pots and pans near the rock-shel- 
tered camp fire. Gene was down by 
the mountain stream peeling spuds, 
gingerly dipping his hands into the 
icy water. Raymond was gathering 
loose firewood. Only Frank, the 
leader, was missing. 

After awhile the sun slipped 
from sight, leaving the meadow 
bathed in soft shades of pink and 
purple for a moment. Darkness 
crept upon the camp and the smell 
of bubbling coffee was pungent in

Still there was no 
sign of Frank. 


Suddenly, off to the east, a horse 
whinnied. Gene and Raymond 
grinned at each other. “That’s him 
now,” Nate Steele said, tossing 
some king-sized steaks into an old 
frying pan. “About time!” 


Frank appeared a few minutes 
jater, coming out of the dark to- 
ward the camp fire, his sorrel mare 
plodding wearily. 


“An Interesting Day” 


After he’d unsaddled his horse, 
Frank came to the fire and warmed 
his hands, a look of quiet satisfac- 
tion in his eyes. “An interesting 
day,” he said noncommittally, 
“What's for chow, Nate?” 

They ate, mostly in silence, 
perched on rocks or sitting on their 
haunches, balancing tin plates pre- 
cariously on their knees. 

Afterward they sat around the 
fire, studying maps in the flicker- 
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ing firelight and making plans for 
tomorrow. Then they trudged 
down to the mountain stream, 
washed their teeth and faces in the 
cold water, and hurried back, shiv- 
ering, to slip into their sleeping 
bags. 
Ceiling of Stars 


Their ceiling was a million stars 
directly above, and their walls 
were boulders and pine trees that 
protected them from the wind. 

Who were these quiet-spoken 
men on this lonely little meadow 
some 7700 feet in the sky, miles 
and mountains from the nearest 
house or human? 

Advance scouting party of In- 
dian fighters? Gold prospectors of 
the 1850’s? A deer hunting party? 

No. 


These gentlemen were working 
for the railroad — some sixty or 
seventy miles from the nearest 
rails! 


They were a team of Southern 
7 


Pacific geologists surveying and 
mapping our lands and adjacent 
territory in the rugged country of 
the California Trinity Alps. 

‘They would be in the mountains 
a week, living outdoors like early- 
time pioneers, possibly seeing no 
other human during that time. 
Then they would return to head- 
quarters at Carrville Ranch Inn, 
near Trinity Center, and work on 
their maps, analyze their findings. 
And they would be with their 
families again. 

They Take Turns 

Next week another reconnais- 
sance group of three field geolo- 
gists would pack into the moun- 
tains to continue the survey work. 

Now in the field were Geolo- 
gists Frank Stejer (on our cover), 
group leader; Gene Kojan and 
Gordon Olcott. Wrangler and horse 
contractor for the geologists was 
Nate Steele. He was also chief cook 
and bottle washer. 

When the weather grew too cold 
in this territory the geologists 
would pack their belongings and 
take their families south for the 
winter —- there to continue their 
work somewhere on the desert.

Less than two years ago South- 
ern Pacific began this project that 
will require another six or seven 
years before completion —a geo- 
jogie survey of approximately 44% 
million acres of our outlying lands! 

The mineral survey is being con- 
ducted under the jurisdiction of

Head of 
this department is Louis Frandsen, 
land commissioner. 


Our staff of college-trained 
geologists, under the supervision of 
W. C. (Carl) McCulloch, chief 
geologist, is covering this vast area 
on foot, in jeeps and trucks, and 
on horseback, mapping and study- 
ing the land. The geologists are 
looking for minerals—gold, copper, 
iron ore, uranium, chromite—any- 
thing they can find. They are mak- 
ing the first complete mineral sur- 
vey of our property in history — 
and when the gigantic study is 
finished we'll know what we have. 


Fitted to Seasons 


Because of the diversification of 
our lands it is possible to conduct 
the mineral survey twelve months 
of the year. The high altitude coun- 
try of the northwest parts of 
Nevada can best be mapped dur- 
ing late summer and fall months; 
Nevada and Utah desert areas from 
approximately mid-April to mid- 
July; and the southern region dur- 
ing the winter months. 

This schedule enables almost 
continuous field work as it avoids 
interruptions and loss of individual 
efficiency due to unfavorable 
weather periods. 

There are three reconnaissance

groups. They include, aside from 
those mentioned, Warren Coonrad, 
Hal Bonham, John Collier, Ralph 
Anctil and John Vanderpool. 


Move Rapidly 


These modern explorers, 
equipped with hand picks, com- 
passes, magnifying lenses, aerial 
photos and maps, cover their as- 
signed areas at a rapid pace. On 
their maps they make note of types 
of soil, rocks, outcroppings, con- 
tact points, and other geologic in- 
formation. 

When they return to field head- 
quarters, the geologists assemble 
their maps, enlarge upon them, and 
submit them to L. B. Wright, chief 
of exploration, and to Dr. George 
Kiersch, assistant chief of explora- 
tion, who is in charge of the recon- 
naissance groups, for inspection 
and evaluation. 


Maps Go to S.F. 

The maps are then forwarded to 
the home office at 84 Market 
Street, San Francisco, where they 
are traced and printed for explora~ 
tion use and for the records. 

These maps show topography, 
geology, mineralization and cul- 
ture. They are expected to have 
many valuable applications, out- 
side the mineral search, in the 


over-all administration of the 
lands. 

To our modern geologic explor- 
ers in the field, a work day is a 
work day — and they neglect to 
look at their watches, and in many 
instances even forget to wind them. 
If they find something interesting, 
they continue working until dark- 
ness overtakes them — as Frank 
Stejer did often in the Trinity 
Alps. 

Geologic Task Force 

When a reconnaissance group 
comes upon ground that looks 
promising—that is, if indications 
are that there might be usable 
minerals in the vicinity, it notifies 
the Special Projects Group (a sort 
of geologic task force) which is 
under the direct supervision of L. 
B. Wright. Members of the Special 
Projects Group include Geologists 
K. G. Papke, group leader; R. R. 
Dorsey and E. S. Shepherd, and 
Field Geophysicist R. R. Resler. 

These specialists converge upon 
a promisirig area and make more 
exhaustive tests. Samples of soil 
and rock are sent to our laboratory 
in Sacramento to be tested, or to

an assayer’s office. The latest in 
complex geophysical equipment is 
employed in the field tests. 

Like most scientists, geologists 
are conservative; they never leap 
to conclusions. They make many 
involved tests of an interesting 
area of land. Just as detectives do

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in a homicide case, they gather all 
the evidence they can to back their 
theory. Then when all the bits of 
evidence are in, they study them, 
and the chief geologists evaluate 
them; and recommend whether or 
not to dig deeper, or to consult with 
a mining company which might be 
interested in leasing the property. 
The field geologists, who are de-~ 
voting years of their lives to this 
tremendous project, are young and 
hardy. They have to be. Their work 
takes them into some of the most 
rugged country in the west. 


Like Modern Nomads 

Their wives must have all come 
from pioneer stock. They follow 
their men wherever they go. The 
families have no permanent ties, 
because they move with the 
weather — like modern nomads. 
And among them now are six or 
seven children—all under the age 
of three! 


They live in rented houses or in 
trailers near field headquarters, 
wherever that may be. Some of the 
places where the families set up 
housekeeping are far from city 
lights and luxuries. 

“They told me when I married 
Ernie, I’d see a lot of the country,” 
Sylvia Shepherd says, smiling rue- 
fully, “but I didn’t realize I’d have 
to wash so much of it off!” 


Chief geolagist of the long-term project is 
William (Carl) McCulloch, a graduate of the 
University of Nevada with a Bachelor of Sci- 
ence degree in Mining Engineering. He has 
been with our company since 1946, 


Bound together by mutual inter- 
ests, the families usually spend 
their free time together—the men 
tirelessly discussing geology; what 
they found yesterday, what they 
may find tomorrow. 

These modern explorers of 
Southern Pacific have one trait in 
common with all explorers since 
the beginning of time—-a burning, 
insatiable curiosity.

Enthusiastic LA Shop Men 
Teach Classes in Evenings 


Q improve their technical skills, 

many men in our Los Angeles 
General Shops are studying in 
classes after work hours, led by SP 
instructors who are achieving ex~ 
cellent results, according to Victor 
Schiro, Bulletin reporter. 


Groundwork for the educational 
program was laid several years ago 
by Lee Sherlock, Leo Menard and 
Foremen Henry Kidwell and Earl 
Dewey of the Shops, cooperating 
with Harry Symonds and Edwin 
Thompson of the Los Angeles Trade 
Technical Junior College under 
whose jurisdiction. the classes are 
held, SP management furnishes the 
classroom. 


Five different courses are now 


offered: “Diesel Electric Locomo- 
tives,” “Machine Shop Related 
Technical Information,” “Airbrake 
Instruction,” “Sheet Metal Layout” 
and “Carmen’s Mechanical Code 
and AAR Inspection.” 

The first-named course has been 
conducted for four years. Among 
its 30 graduates are Lester Pierce, 
Boyd Lynch, George Hutton and 
Floyd Spencer, all of whom are 
now or have served in the capacity 
of supervisor; also Jim Hays, now 
an ICC inspector, and A. J, Branz, 
now a “trouble-shooter,” out of 
Calexico. Instructor is William H. 
Hodsdon, diesel foreman, who at 
present has 20 beginners and 17 ad- 
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vanced students of whom three are 
Pacific Electric men. 

Instructor for the “Machine 
Shop” course is Russell Birch, mill- 
ing machine operator, who has 
worked for our railroad $3 years. 
For the last five years he has also 
been an instructor at the Hunting- 
ton Park Adult School, where the 
same course is given to the machine 
tool and die apprentices indentured 
under the State Law of California. 
His SP students number 19. The 
course requires four years to com- 
plete. 


Many Are Interested 


Boyd Lynch teaches the class on 
“Airbrake Instruction.” His 15 stu- 
dents are mostly carmen and loco- 
motive firemen. 

Three years ago Joseph Cobas, 
who had just finished his mechanic 
apprenticeship with SP and who 
had also been receiving sheet metal 
instruction in evening schools, ac- 
cepted the assignment to teach 
“Sheet Metal Layout.” He pres- 
ently has 15 students, mostly boiler- 
maker and sheet metal mechanics 
and apprentices, 


Aids Young Employes 


“Carmen’s Mechanical Code and 
AAR Inspection” is taught by Pas- 
senger Car Inspector Edwin Lukas- 
zek. This is his first year of teach- 
ing this important course, His 20 
students are mostly carmen, 

The type of instruction given in 
these classes is proving especially 
beneficial to young employes who 
are interested in advancement, says 
Stanley M. Houston, general super- 
intendent motive power. N, L. Mc- 
Cracken, AGSMP, has also ex- 
pressed himself as very pleased 
that the Los Angeles General Shops 
have been able to establish these 
classes and keep them going.

Gigantic Blast Crumples Cliff 
To Help Build Salt Lake Fill 


Pxovce explosive to fill eight 
railroad cars—560,000 pounds 
of it—was planted 150 feet deep 
into the base of a huge limestone 
cliff near the western shore of 
Great Salt Lake, Utah, and was 
touched off in one gigantic blast 
near mid-day Tuesday, November 
20. The base of the cliff crumpled. 
A million tons of rock cascaded 
down, to be used in the fill now 
being constructed across the lake 
to replace our 12-mile trestle. 

The blast was the third largest 
non-atomic explosion ever deto- 
nated in the United States, accord- 
ing to W. M. Jaekle, our chief en- 
gineer. It served two purposes: to 
knock down 870,000 cubie yards of 
fill material, and to trigger scien- 
tific instruments, near and far, for 
measurements of the thickness of 
the earth’s crust and of the speed 
at which shock waves travel. 

Huge explosions of the past had 
indicated by the behavior of their 
shock waves that the thickness of 
the earth’s outer crust is about 
1844 miles. Our explosion may 
help confirm that conclusion— 
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when all the studies are completed. 
Observatories throughout the West 
had been alerted in advance. When 
Howard J. Willard, our project en- 
Sineer, pressed the plunger that set 
off the blast, the scientists were 
waiting to detect and measure the 
shock waves that sped through the 
earth for hundreds of miles. 

The blast was perfectly con- 
trolled, observers agreed. The 
residents of nearby Lakeside had 
been evacuated, but no rocks or 
other flying material fell near the 
tiny railroad village. 

The explosive force was mostly 
directed downward, breaking the 
base of the 300-foot cliff apart and 
allowing the upper paris of the 
cliff to pour down in a gentle slid- 
ing movement. 

The rock loosened by the explo- 
sion will be loaded into railroad 
cars and hauled for dumping at 
the western end of the fill. At the 
same time, giant barges loaded 
with material from rock quarries 
and veins of gravel on Promontory 
Peninsula will be dumping at both 
ends of the new causeway.

SP Response to Charity Drives 
Rises Average of 18147 in Year 


OUTHERN PACIFIC men and 
women can be proud of their 
response to annual charity, wel- 
fare, health and character-build- 
ing fund campaigns recently con- 
cluded in communities throughout 
our railroad, 

Excluding late contributions on 
which full reports have not yet 
been made, the figures now avail- 
able indicate that employes on 
Pacific Lines have pledged a total 
of $331,000 compared with $279,- 
303 last year. This represents an 
18.5% increase. 

In the San Francisco Bay area 
the collections totaled $103,629, an 
increase of 23%. 

Southwest Up 

Florence Brown, our chairman 
for the United Fund at Phoenix, 
reports’ contributions amounting to 
more than $4,699, the average 
being $14.75 per employe. This 
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was about 2% times better than 
last year, 

Although this was the first year 
employes at Tucumcari were 
asked to participate in one of these 
fund drives, and although they 
got a late start, 190 contributed a 
total of $1,087 for an average of 
$5.72.

The AID campaign in southern 
California was given $78,151 by 
employes of SP and affiliated com- 
panies, an increase of $15,246 or 
24% over last year.

Steam Eugine Scgnale Eud of aa Ena 


Witz wood smoke billowing 
frorn her modified diamond 
stack, the “Pioneer,” first steam lo- 
comotive in the West, pulled a train 
for the first time, August 17, 1855, 
on what is now our Placerville 
Branch out of Sacramento. 


A century and one year later we 
are saying good-bye to the last 
steam locomotive purchased new 
by our railroad, No, 4294, She has 
turned her wheels under her own 
power for the last time. Her oil 


fires out, her cylinders cold, she has 
now become a symbol of the dying 
but glorious century of steam on 
the Southern Pacific. Plans are un- 
der way to pay her a final and last- 
ing tribute. 


A few others of our steam en- 
gines are still in use. As they wear 
out they too will be vacated rather 
than renewed. Many have already 
become monuments in parks and 
playgrounds, for the wondering en- 
joyment of coming generations of

humans who will never experience 
the thrills of flashing rods, high- 
wheeled speed, thunderous exhaust, 
and plumes of smoke flung against 
the sky. 


The era of steam in the West, 
beginning with the “Pioneer,” was 
doomed by the coming of the first 
diesels on our lines back in the 
1930s, Diesels are more efficient. 
They are part of the New Age. But 
we will miss the steam. 


Our first locomotives were 
dressed in red, green, blue and gold 
paints, more colorful than even the 
gaudy dress of today’s diesels. They 
carried names like “Governor Stan~ 
ford,” “C. P. Huntington,” “Her- 
cules,” “Antelope.” They burned 
wood from the forests through 
which the pioneer rail builders

cleared rights of way over the Si- 
erra, the Siskiyous and the Cascade 
Mountains. As wood rose in price 
it was gradually replaced by easier- 
to-handie coal. 

The first wood burner converted 
to coal was a 4-4-0 American type 
away back in 1869; but we were 
still burning more than 100,000 
cords of wood a year as late as 
1903. 

As long ago as 1879 we tried to 
use oi] for fuel in a locomotive, 
with an oil-burner taken from a 
boat in San Francisco Bay, fed 
from a barrel of crude oi] on top 
of the locomotive tender. Those ex- 
periments were far ahead of their

time, Success with oi] did not come 
until the 1890s. First oil-burning 
locomotive placed in regular serv- 
ice by us was another 4-4-0 type in 
1895 in the Los Angeles area. 
Steam locomotives are called 
4-4-0s, 2-6-0s, etc., according to 
their wheel arrangements. A 4-4-0 
for example has four wheels on its 
leading truck (which helps guide 
it around curves), four driving 
The locomotive “Pioneer went into regular 


service on the Sacramento Valley Railroad in 
4855 as the first steam locomotive in the West. 


wheels, and no trailing truck. 

No, 4294 ts an articulated loco- 
motive, made in two halves, with a 
wheel arrangement of 4-8-8-2. It 
weighs more than a million pounds 
and at its most efficient speed of 
about 45 miles an hour could gen- 
erate approximately 6,300 horse~ 
power, compared with our modern 
diesels of up to 7,500 horsepower, 
most of which power is available 
throughout the wide speed range 
of the diesels, But the 7,500 horse- 
power diesel would be over 225 feet 
long, compared with the 125-foot 
length of No. 4294. 


For speed the steam engines have 
no theoretical limit, their speed 
depending’ chiefly on the diameter 
of their drivers and the ability of 
their boilers to generate steam. One 
of our engines, the “Black Fox,” 
made an endurance speed run of 
879 miles between Ogden and San 
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Francisco Bay in 1876 to help the 
Jarrett & Palmer “Lightning Train” 
cross the continent, New York to 
San Francisco, in 345 days! 

We built many steam locomotives 
in our own General Shops in Sac- 
ramento. The first was turned out 
in 1872, its frame forged from tons 
of horseshoe iron. It remained in 
service until scrapped in 1914. 

Some of the powerful “Mountain 
Type” 4-8-2s we built at Sacra~ 
mento are still powering fast com- 
mute trains on the San Francisco 
Peninsula. Perhaps buried some- 
where deep within them is some of 
the horseshoe iron melted down 
from the scrap of that first engine 
we built in 1872—horseshoe iron of 
the 49ers who crossed the plains to 
start building this Western “Golden 
Empire” of which we are so proud.

Freda’s and Flossie’s pudding 
recipes were much the same. 
People who have never eaten Car- 
rot Pudding may think it sounds 
queer—but believe us all, it’s won- 
derful! 


GOOD CARROT PUDDING 

Step 1. Grate enough raw carrot 
to make 1 cup. Put it into a good- 
sized bowl. Add 1 cup sugar; % 
cup melted butter; 4 teaspoon each 
cinnamon, cloves, and allspice. Mix 
together. 

Step 2. Sift together 1% cups 
flour and 1 teaspoon baking pow- 
der. Into it mix 1 cup raisins and 1 
cup currants. (Flossie uses diced 
candied fruit instead of currants.) 

Step 3. Quickly grate enough 
raw potato to make 1 cup, To it add 
1 teaspoon soda, 

Step 4. Add “Step 3” and “Step 
2” mixtures to “Step 1.” Fill but- 
tered cans 3% full, cover, and steam 
3 hours. Coffee cans with tight

Whenever Helen Williams serves 
a steamed pudding of any kind, 
she likes this sauce. We like it with 
that Carrot Pudding, 

In a saucepan mix together 1 cup 
sugar; 1 egg, beaten; 3 tablespoons 
water; and 1 stick (14 1b.) butter. 
Bring to a boil, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat and let stand a 
few minutes. Flavor to taste. The 
mixture is thin, but it thickens as 
it cools.
